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REPORT. 


Tuts is the first number of a series of Reports to be 
issued by me in connection with the search and pre- 
servation of Sanskrit Manuscripts. These are prepared 
on the plan suggested by the excellent Reports published 
by Professors Peterson and Bhandarkar in the Bombay 
Presidency. There can, however, be no comparison 
between the limited work done in this Presidency and 
the extensive work turned out in the other Presidencies 
with their full grants. 

The following allotments were made by the Govern- 
ment of India in 1869 for conducting the search of 
Sanskrit Manuscripts in each of the three Presidencies— 
Bengal, Bombay and Madras—and in Rajputana to be 
spent in the following manner :—

2. But this large grant was withdrawn in Madras in 
1886 and was transferred with the duties of the search 
of manuscripts to the Archeological Department, and 
a small grant of Rs. 600 was made for purchasing 
and transcribing and for contingency. No provision 
was, however, made for touring in search of Sanskrit 
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Manuscripts, and, owing to the absence of touring, no 
information could be obtained of the existence of rare, 
useful and important manuscripts in the various parts of 
the country and of the existence of libraries and manu- 
scripts offered for sale. Though I have tried to overcome 
this difficulty at my private cost, the work done with the 
reduced grant of Rs. 600 must fall considerably short 
of what can be done with the full grant of Rs. 3,200 
sanctioned by the Government of India. Since my 
appointment to the Curatorship in 1893, I have been 
annually collecting manuscripts with the reduced grant 
of Rs. 600 and wished to publish a full Report on the 
work done, once in three years. I commenced to pre- 
pare, accordingly, a Report for the years 1893-94, 
1894-95 and 1895-96, but was obliged to close it with the 
first year only, as I was called upon to issue the Report 
for each year and print it immediately. In conformity 
to this order, I prepared a Report for the year 1896-97 
and another for 1897-98, and the former has been issued 
from the press and is introduced now. ‘The remaining 
two Reports, viz., those for 1893-94 and 1897-98, will 
be published as Nos. iL and III of this series. 


3. The total number of manuscripts acquired during 
the year 1896-97 is 309 (Sanskrit Manuscripts 187, 
Tamil 119, Telugu 2, and Canarese 1), and lists of the 
manuscripts arranged according to subject-matter are 
included in this Report. Fifty-four rare and important 
Sanskrit and thirty-one 'l'amil works are noticed in this 
volume with full extracts from them. Besides these, it 
contains extracts from other important works, both in 
Sanskrit and in Tamil; and these works will be noticed 
in the future numbers of this series. 
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4, In preparing such works, we have to study carefully 
most of the manuscripts acquired and make a _ good 
deal of research, which gives full work to myself and 
my assistants; and considering the shortness of. the time 
at our disposal and the insufficiency of the help acquired, 
I am not quite sure whether this report cannot be 
improved and is quite free from the errors which may 
be avoided by devoting more time to the work than has 
already been done. 


5. A noteworthy feature of these Reports is that they 
include the catalogues and notices of rare and important 
Tamil Manuscripts acquired during the search of Sanskrit 
Manuscripts, and these additions will, undoubtedly, 
enhance the usefulness of these Reports in Southern India, 
which possesses a vast and very ancient T'amil literature 
claiming as much attention on the part of Government 
as the literature of Sanskrit, and deserves to be explored 
as the latter literature has been for the last many years. 
For this purpose I intend to apply to Government for 
an annual grant of Rs. 1,619, which, [ earnestly hope, 
will be sanctioned.

CLASS I.—VEDAS. 


Samurris, BrAnmanas, UPANisaps, VEDALAKSANAS AND 
SrauTa AND Gruya Sovrras. 


1. Sdmavédabhasyam.—A commentary on the Sama Véda by 
Bharatasvami, the son of Narayana and Yajiiada who lived at 
Srirangam. He wrote the commentary under the patronage of 
Rama, a king of the Hosala family, who, according to Burnell, * 
ruled about the end of the thirteenth century. This manuscript 
begins with the following two stanzas which do not occur in a 
manuscript of the work found in the Palace Library of Tanjore :—

2. Sdmavédamantrahhasyam.—This is a commentary on the 
Mantra portion of the Upanisad Brahmana, by the well-known 
Sayanacarya. It is said in the beginning that, at the request of 
the king Bukka, Sayana commented upon the Rig Véda, Yajur 
Véda, and the Sarbhita portion of the Sama Véda, and that he 
then proceeded to comment on the Brahmanas of the Sama Véda. 
The following Brahmanas of the Véda are mentioned :— t

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3. Padakarikaratnamala—written by a person who says in the 
preface that his name is Sankaracirya and that he is acquainted 
with all the Sastras, devoted to the study of the Védas and 
religious ceremonies, and well-versed in all the Védas and Mantras, 
and that he treats in this work of the members of words, 
visargas, anusvaras, véstanas and words ending with the letter 2, 
which are contained in each Mantra of the White Yajur Véda. 


4, Samatantrasitrabhdsya is a commentary on the Samatan- 
tra, a phonetic treatise on the Sama Véda. It is divided into 
thirteen prapathakas. ‘The author’s name is not mentioned. 


5. Sadmavédaganalaksana.—A work containing rules for chanting 
the hymns of the Sama Véda. ‘The author’s name is not men- 
tioned. ‘The manuscript ends with the second prapathaka in the 
Sarnjia prakarana. 


6. Prasnépanisadbhasya Tippani.mA commentary on the Bhasya 
of Sankaracirva on the Prasndpanisad of the Atharva Véda. 
The author of the work is not mentioned. 


7. Aitaréyopanisadbhasya Tippani.—A commentary on the 
Bhasya of Sankaracarya on the Aitaréydpanisad. The author 
of the work is Madhavacarya, though the colophon at the end 


runs as 3] ATR TA ataa AAT ARTA, etc. The 
word GTIRUTA is a mistake for GTA. 


8. Jaiminigrhyasitra—The manuscript of this work was 
discovered in Trichinopoly and a transcript was made at the 
library. I obtained a commentary on the sitra in 1893-94 and 
described it in the Special Report on'the Manuscripts collected 
during the year, which is in the press. The Brahmans who follow 
this siitra are not so numerous as the followers of the Drahyayana 
and other Grhyasitras belonging to the Sama Véda. It is 
divided into two prasnas—the first consisting of 25, and the second 
9, khandas. Under the Upakarma ceremony the following Rsis 
of the Sama Véda aro referred to:—

9, There is a metrical commentary of the Grhyasttra under 
the designation of Jaiminigrhyasitrakdrika which was written by 
Balagnihotrin, a disciple of Vénkatanatha Diksita, a native of 
Nagarjunagrima. The scribe has added the following information 
about the date of transcribing and the like :— 

The saitra was written in the year Vikrama in the month of 
Adi, on the 31st day of the month, and when Leo was on the : 
ascendant. Kuppusami was the copyist. Homage to Jaiminya- 
carya. 


CLASS IL.—VYAKARANA (GRAMMAR). 


10. Balamanérama.—A commentary on the Siddhantakaumudi 
of Bhattdji Diksita by Vasudéva. The author pays homage to 
Panini, Vararuci and Pataiijali and to his own brother and teacher 
Visvésvara. ‘The work is much studied in the south. 


11. Laghusabdéndusekhara.—A commentary on the Siddhanta- 
kaumudi by Nagésabhatta who was the son of Sivabhatta and 
Sati. The author speaks of the work as his son, and another work 
of his, named Majijisa, as his daughter:

CLASS III—KAVYA (POETRY). 


12. Uddraraghava, with a commentary.—A poem on the story 
of the Ramayana written by Mallayairya who had tho titles of 
Kavimalla and Sakalyamalla, and was the son of Madhava, He 
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says in the colophon that, while asleep, he saw Rama in his dream, 
and was made by him proficient in the Sahityasastra. In a 
Vaisnava sectarian work called Guruparamparaprabhava, Nain4- 
racarya, the son of the well-known Védantadésgika, is said to have 
gone to the court of Singama Nayadu and there defeated all 
the opponents of the Vaisnava religion. Sakalyamalla, the 
author of the work under notice, who was one of the Pandits 
vanquished in the debate, exercised his magical power to injure 
the Vaisnava opponent. He sent a demon, named Bétala, to 
assume a human form and offer his service to the Vaisnava 
saint and to carry his palanquin on one side. As soon as the 
demon in the human form was engaged in the work of bearing 
the palanquin, he tried to throw down the occupant; but the 
priest understood the evil intention of the demon, and, with his 
magical power, subdued and compelled him to bear the palanquin 
obediently, and thus defeated the evil design of Sakalyamalla. 

We have, therefore, to assign to the poet Sakalyamalla the 
middle of the fourteenth century. 

The poem is incomplete and contains the first seven chapters. 
It is written in a simple and beautiful style and is very interesting. 
it is like the Ramayana, and the Raghuvayhsa of Kalidasa. It is 
hardly known in this Presidency, though it is printed in Bombay. 
In the Lists of Sanskrit Manuscriptsin the private libraries of 
the Bombay Presidency, Part I, published under the superintend- 
ence of Professor Bhandarkar in 1898, a remark* in Sanskrit 
occurs, which means: “Though the poem is very good, it is not 
found in our country to the north of this place. It is requested 
that English officers who see different countries should search for 
copies of the work. According to the rumour the poem consists 
of eighteen sargas.”’ 

The manuscript contains a commentary by Caundivipaécit, son 
of Mayisiri, under the designation of Pradydtani. The com- 
mentary is incomplete and is only for the first two sargas.

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13. Nathamunivijaya.—A poem containing prose and verse by 
Ramanujadasa, son of Krsnamacarya. The author speaks of his 
parents and ancestors in the beginning of the poem. But, as it is 
full of errors and omissions, we cannot make out the passages. 


14. Bandsuravijayacampu.—-This is a work in prose and verse 
written by Vénkatacarya of Surapuram, a Native State near Hy- 
derabad, in which the author and his ancestors lived under the 
patronage of the Rajah of the State. He was the son of Sriniva- 
sicarya who was a disciple of Annayacarya of the Kandala family, 
He also refers in terms of great regard and piety to his preceptor 
Varadacarya who was very famous for maintaining the Vaisnava 
religion, was well-versed in many Sastras, and belonged to the 
Vadhtlagotra. The poem is bristling in the beginning and the 
end with high encomiums which the author pronounces on him- 
self and his ancestors. The subject of the poem is the defeat of 
the giant Bandsura, son of Bali, whose daughter was married 
to Aniruddha, son of Pradyumna and grandson of Krsna. 
Aniruddha, who had been imprisoned by his father-in-law, was 
liberated, and a fight ensued, in which Bandasura was ultimately 
defeated. The poem is divided into six ullisas, and ends with a 
long bombastic colophon which is given in the Extracts at the end 
of the Report. 


CLASS IV.—RUPAKA (DRAMA). 


15. Laksmisvayamvrarandtakam.—A drama in seven Acts written 
by Srinivasacatuskavindradasa, son of Ramanujasarvakratu, and 
the chief of the servants employed in the temple of Visnu at 
Srirangam. His mother was named Varada, and his younger 
brother was very learned. The manuscript is defective in the 
beginning and commences after the pravésaka, interlude, 


16. Candrakalaparinayam.—It is a drama in five Acts describ- 
ing the marriage of Candrakala. It was written by Nrsirnhhakavi 
who was compared with Kalidasa. He was tho son of Sivarama- 
sudhimani and was patronized by Nafijaraja, who, it is said, was 
like the Bhdja of Dhara, and composed Sangitagangadhara and 
other works in Sanskrit, and Halasyacaritra, Sivabhaktivilasa 
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and other works in Kanarese. As the poet was a contemporary 
of Nafijaraja, who, no doubt, must be the same Nafjaraja, in 
whose honour was composed the Najfijarajayasdbhtsana, he 
must-have lived about the beginning of the seventeenth century 
A.C. The author of the work under notice may be the same 
as the author of the Nafijarajayasdbhisana, who is also called 
Nrsimhakavi. 


17. Rasikajanarasdllasabhana.—A kind of drama written by 
Vénkata, the son of Védantadésika of the Kaundinya Gotra and 
Akkamimba, who was taught the Sahityavidya (poetry and 
rhetorics) by Srinivasicarya and received the mantrodpadésa from 
Srinivasadhvarin. Védantadésika was the son of Sampadacarya, 
brother of Ahdbilacarya, whose son was named Acaryadiksita. 
Srinivasicarya, the teacher of the author of the work, was the 
brother of Annayacarya. The colophon at the end of the manu- 
script in which the author mentions his name and the names of his 
father and teacher, is ridiculously bombastic and hyperbolic, and 
is the best type of the vanity of the modern Sanskrit poets. 


18. Dhanatijayavijayavyayoga.—A kind of drama written by 
Kaficanakavi, son of Narayana, who was very learned, and, on 
account of his skill in debating, had the title of Vagisvara. The 
drama was acted at the court of King Jayadéva before an audi- 
exce of learned men presided over by a great pandit named Gada- 
dharamisra. As this work is quoted in the Rasdrnavasudhakara, 
which is described lower down and is referred to the fourteenth 
century A.C., it must have been composed before that period. 


19. Nardyanivilisa—A drama in five Acts, written by Viripaksa, 
grandson of Rama and son of Bukka, who married the daughter 
of tama and adopted son (?) of Harihara.* The author speaks of 
himself as the conqueror of Ceylon and as the king of Karnataka, 
Tundiramandala t and the Chéra, Chola and Pandya countries. 
Probably he was the second son of Harihara II (1309-1401 A.C.).

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CLASS V.—NITIKAVYA (DIDACTIC POETRY). 


20, Bhallatasataka.—This manuscript was copied at ‘Trivan- 
dram under the care of Mr. Rajaraja Varma, Principal of the 
Maharaja’s Sanskrit College, Trivandram, and sent to me. I 
noticed the manuscript in the Catalogue of Sanskrit Manu- 
scripts of the Maharaja’s Library, Trivandram, and requested 
that gentleman to acquire a transcript. He was kind enough to 
comply with my request. It contains 108 verses inculeating morals 
like the Subhasitatrisati of Bhartrhari, and has been much 
admired as can be seen from the frequent quotations found in other 
works, He is quoted by Abhinavaguptacarya in his Locana, 
a commentary on the Dhvanyaloka. Quotations from the work 
are also found in the Kavyaprakasa, Subhasitavali of Vallabhadéva, 
Kséméndra’s works and in the Sarigadharapaddhati. In some 
editions of the last work, the name Bhallata is given as Mallabhatta 
and Bhattamalla. 

He is supposed to have been a Kashmerian poet; but we find, 
among the ancient Telugu grammarians, an author named Kavi- 
bhallata, and reference to him is found in the Andhrasgabdacinta- 
mani of Nannayabhatta. If both these names refer to the same 
person, he must have been an inhabitant of the Telugu country. 
The most ancient of the authors who quote him is Abhinavagupta- 
carya who flourished in the tenth century. The author of the 
work under notice must be assigned to the ninth century at the 
latest. 


CLASS VL--ALANKARASASTRA (RULES OF POETRY). 


21. Rasdrnavasudhakora.—This is historically the most important 
of the manuscripts acquired in the present year. It was composed 
by Siagabhapala who was called Sarvajiia on account of his great 
scholarship. He was one of the ancestors of the present Raja of 
Venkatagiri, and the work contains some account of the ancestors 
of the author, and the passages containing the account are quoted 
in the Extracts. According to the manuscript, the following is 
his genealogy. Inthe Récarla family there was a prince named 
Yacama Nayadu, who was learned and wealthy. He fought a 
battle with the Pandya king and became victorious. He was 
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styled Khadga Narayana on account of his prowess. His wife was 
called Pocamata. He had three sons, named Singama Nayaka, 
Annama Nayaka* and Ecama Nayaka. While the eldest brother 
was ruling over his kingdom very ably and powerfully, the 
youngest Hcama Nayaka distinguished himself for his courage 
and got a son, named Nagama Nayaka,t who acquired the titles 
of Rahuttaraya and Kathariraya. Singama Nayadut had two 
sons, named Anapdta, called also Ananta Nayadu, and Madhava 
Nayadu; the latter of whom had many sons, of whom Déyvagiri 
was the most important. The elder succeeded to the throne and, 
on account of his valour, obtained the title of Simakulaparasurama. 
He constructed steps over the mountain Srisaila for the benefit of 
the pilgrims to the sacred shrine of Siva under the name of 
Mallikarjuna situated on the summit. His wife was called An- 
namamba; and she gave hirth to two sons who were named 
Védagirigvara and Sivabhipati. ¢

notice. But, in the printed biography above referred to, the author is mentioned 
as the son of Anapota of the sixth generation from Yacama Nayaka from whom 
the above pedigree is given, and as the great grandson of Siagabhapati to whom 
the authorship of the work is attributed by the manuscript. The word is spelt as 
Sivabhapati both in the manuscript and the Telugu edition by mistake ; but in 
the verse which follows lower down in the manuscript the word is properly spelt, 
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The king Singama Nayadu lived prosperously with his six 
sons and settled in a town called Rajacala (Racakonda) which 
was the capital of his ancestors, and ruled over the country 
between the Vindhya mountains and the hill Srigaila which is 
situated in the Kurnool district. 

According to the manuscript, this Singama Nayadu is the 
author of the work under notice. Ihave been favoured by the 
present Diwan of Venkatagiri, Mr. Narayanasawmy Chettigaru, 
with a printed book called Biographical Sketches of the Rajas of 
Venkatagiri, compiled from the Palace Records, by order of the 
late Rajah of Venkatagiri under the superintendence of Raja 
T. Rama Row, High Court Vakil, Madras. The work contains 
a short account of the history of the family of the Rajas of 
Venkatagiri commencing from Vétala Nayadu, the founder of 
the dynasty. The manuscript under notice begins with Yacama 
Nayadu of the fourth generation from the founder and ends 
with Singama Nayadu who was the seventh descendant according 
to the manuscript, and tenth according to the printed work. 
There are some differences between these two works with reference 
to the names of some Rajas and the particulars given of them, 
which it is unnecessary for me to notice here. Singama Nayadu 
flourished about 13830 A.C. and was called Sarvajiia on account 
of his vast learning and was a great patron of learning. . He 
also patronized Telugu poets, such as Bammera Potarazu, who 
translated the Sanskrit Sribhagavata into Telugu, and Srinatha 
who translated the Naisadha into the same language. The latter 
composed a peom called Bhoginidandakamu in honour of the 
Raja. 

In a Vaisnava sectarian work, called Guruparamparaprabhava, 
Nainaracarya, the son of Védantadésika, is stated to have gone, as 
already stated, to the court of Siigama Nayadu, and defeated 
Sakalyamalla, who was the author of Udararaghava,* and estab- 
lished the Vaisnava religion at his court by defeating the oppo- 
nents of that religion. In a commentary called Ratnapétika on 
the Subhasitanivi, a didactic poem which, it is said, Védantadésika

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composed in imitation of the Subhasitatrisati of Bhartrhari, the 
author says that the peom was composed for Siigama Nayadu, 
and, after finishing the poem, the author of the work sent it as a 


present to the king.

22. Alankdréndusékhara.—A commentary on the Laksana- 
malika, written by Nrsithhacarya who was born in the family of 
Srisaila, and wrote also a commentary on a work called Santavilasa 
and secured the favour of a person named Harisabakavindra. 


CLASS VII.—VEDANTA. 


ADVAITA. 


23. Bhdsyaratnaprabha.—A commentary on Sankara’s Bhasya 
of the Védanta satra by Govindainanda, pupil of Gopalasara- 
svati, who was a pupil of Sivarima. 


24. Siitropanydsa.— Another commentary on the Sariraka satra 
by Ramééabharati who seems to have been a disciple of Vidya- 
éankara. The manuscript was transcribed by Gdvindéndrayati, 
who was a pupil of Jhanéndraguru. 


25. Jidnavasisthasaptagati.—A compilation from the big Jiana- 
vasistha, which is known by other names, such as Yogavasistha, 
Maharamayana or Vasistharamayana, and treats of the Advaita 
Védanta. It was compiled by a person, who was known by the 
name of Kasmira Pandita with a commentary written by himself. 


The manuscript contains seven hundred stanzas, divided into 
six prakaranas or chapters which are as follow :—

The original Sanskrit text 1s accompanied by a Telugu com- 
mentary written by a Telugu Brahman according to the com- 
mentary of Kasmira Pandita who made the compilation. It is 
a very useful work on the Advaita philosophy and is rendered 
very intelligible by the Telugu commentary written in an easy 
prose style. 


Buakti VEDANTA. 


The Vallabha religion, one of the earliest of the later Vaisnava 
religions, was started in the beginning of the sixteenth century 
by Vallabhacarya, a Brahman of the Telugu country, who was 
the son of Laksmana Bhatta and is worshipped by the adher- 
ents of the religion started by him. According to the religion 
Visnu is the highest God, and is to be worshipped in the form 
of young Krsna associated with Radha. This sect differs) from 
the other sects of the Vaisnava religion in the circumstance that, 
while the latter allow fasting and other restrictions, this sect 
inculeates the worship of Krsna and the ceremonies connected 
with it without any restrictions. The devotee should eat and 
drink and satisfy his hunger and other wants and worship God 
Krsna in perfect satisfaction. His very religion consists in the 
enjoyment of the worldly pleasures which include all religious 
ceremonies and devotion to God. The followers of this religion 
generally inhabit Bombay, Guzerat, and other north-western 
countries. They are mostly merchants and are very rich; and 
some of the merchants are also found in this Presidency. The 
priests of the religion are married men and are recruited from 
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the Telugu Brahmans who are related to its founder Vallabha- 
carya. 


The following works on the Vallabha religion are very rare 
and were acquired from the Tanjore district by purchase :— 


26. Bhagavannémavaibhava—by Muralidharadasa which treats 
of the greatness of singing the name of God Krsna. It is 
divided into six stabakas. The author mentions Vallabha and 
his son Vitthala, to whom he pays homage. 


27. Paratatvavilisa—written by Srikrsnatirtha to inculcate 
that God Krsna is to be worshipped as the Supreme Being. 
He mentions Vallabhacairya with great respect. 


28. Suvarnasiitra.—A commentary on a work treating of the 
tenets of Vallabhacarya by Purusdttama. The author refers to 
Vallabhacarya and his son. The name Vitthala is derived in 
a peculiar way and is made to convey literally ‘one who favours 
the ignorant.’’* 


29. Sévikalpataru—written by Muralidharadasa, treats of the 
way in which God Krsna is to be worshipped. He says that the 
worshipping of the idols of Visnu and the like are the methods of 
the true worship and that the adhikaris, that is, the persons who 
are qualified for it, are the devotees of the God. 


30. Sannydsanirnaya—written by Vallabhacarya inculcating 
the methods of Sannyasa, the renunciation of the wordly pursuit. 


31. Pustipravahamaryada.—A short treatise on the doctrines of 
the Pustimarga which is the name applied to the religion of 
Vallabhacarya. The author is called Acaryacandra. 


32, Balabodha—written by Acarya, which name seems to 
refer to Vallabhacirya. According to this work, there are two

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methods of pursuing the four objects of humanity, virtue, wealth, 
desire and salvation, the one being alaukika, supermundane, and 
prescribed in the Vedas, and the other worldly and feasible, and 
prescribed by the sages and the gods. 


33. Bhalklihansa—written by Vitthala, inculcates that the 
highest God cannot be reached by knowledge, discussion and 
learning, but only by the devotion of the worshipper and by the 
pleasure and permission of the Supreme Being. 


34. Bhakticintimani—by Muralidharadasa, who is already 
mentioned as the author of the Sévakalpataru. 


35. Sampradayakuladipika, by Gada who was a disciple of 
Vitthala. The author speaks of the different ages and refers to 
the incarnation of God Visnu as Vallabhacarya and Vitthala, 
the son of the former. The work is divided into five prakaranas 
or chapters. The date of the composition of the work is given by 
the author in the following passage :— 


TAP Us aAATMA NewmransaMTwara (1610th 
of the Vikrama era, that is, 1554 A.C.). 


The following is the summary of the contents of the work. 
The objects of humanity are five: Dharma, Artha, Kama and 
Moksa, and Visnubhakti. Though in the three earlier ages a 
man had to follow the above five objects, yet, in the last age, that 
is the Kali, he has only one object to pursue, viz., Visnubhakti. 
This religion will be established by the Vaisnava sages who will be 
born in the world and last as long as the water lasts in the 
Ganges and as long as God Visnu remains at Jagannath. In the 
other ages the objects of humanity are to be acquired by much 
effort ; but in the Kali age, they can be reached with the singing 
of the names of God Visnu. 


First Prakarana.—The religion of devotion originated in the 
Dravida country and spread into the Karnataka country; but in 
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some places of the Ghirjara and Maratha countries it perished. 
There was a king who flourished some years after the commence- 
ment of the Kaliyuga and ruled over his kingdom well. We had 
a minister, whose son named Visnusvami was an incarnation of 
Visnu. He was a great devotee of Visnu and was instructed 
in the tenets of the Visistadvaita by God Visnu himself, 
Visnusvimi made an idol of Visauin the very form in which 
the God appeared to him, and established it in a temple and 
worshipped it. 


Second Prakarana.—There were some devotees—one named 
Bilvamangala in the Tamil country, another, at Benares, and 
a third, in Orissa. There is a stdtra containing 108 stanzas 
composed by him. All of them were: Vaisnavas. The person 
who was born at Kasi was in his first birth known by the name of 
Madhavanala, in the second, Bilhana, in the third, Bilvamangala, 
and in the fourth, Jayadéva who composed the Gitagodvinda, 
When Bilvamangala was spreading the religion of Visnusvami, 
he got many disciples. Then God Siva commanded by Narayana 
became incarnated as Sankaracarya and deceived all those men 
who were not fit to receive salvation, and made them heretics. 
Moreover, SuréSvarabhattacirya who studied the Jaina sastras 
from Hémacandracarya who was the prime minister of Kumara- 
pala, king of Anhilpattana, in order to re-establish the sastras 
of the Hindus, which the Jain priest had destroyed, perished in a 
holy fire for the removal of the sin of studying the Jaina sastras. 
His son-in-law and disciple Kumarila Bhatta was defeated by 
Sankaracarya and was compelled to become a mendicant and 
hold only one stick which was against the practice of the Vaisnava 
mendicants who hold three sticks and are called Tridandasannya- 
sins. Sankaracarya, after defeating Surésvaracarya, went to 
Gokarnaksétra and got four disciples, through whom he spread 
the Mayavadimata, as the Advaitamata is named by the followers 
of Vaisnavaism. A person named Madhu who had taken the 
mendicant’s order under the priesthood of Sankaracarya, saw 
God Rama in his dream, and was taught Vaisnavaism which 
he embraced and propagated. The religion propagated by him 
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became known as Madhva religion. Then came into existence 
the Ramanuja religion founded by Ramanuja who was taught by 
Garuda under the favour of the Goddess of Fortune. A person 
named Nimbaditya,* who received instructions on the Vaisnava 
religion by the God Panduranga at Pandurangapura (Pandhrapur), 
established a new form of Vaisnava religion which was called 
Nimbadityamata from its founder. Hach of the above four sects 
of the Vaisnava religion had a sub-sect as shown below :—

Third Prakarana.—Then followed the religion of Vallabha- 
carya t who was an incarnation of God Krsna and was the son 
of Laksmana Bhatta. He became a staunch defender of 
Vaisnavaism, and, at a meeting held at the court of Krsnadéva- 
raja and presided over by Vyasatirtha, a mendicant of the Madhva 
religion, defeated the opponents of the Vaisnava religion. Val- 
labhacarya then went to Prayaga, where he was visited by 
Bilvamangala and was taught by him that form of Vaisnavaism 
which was communicated to him by God. Wallabhacairya pro- 
ceeded then to Sthanisvar near Haridvara, and residing in the 
house of Nanda, who was a Vaisnava of the Tantric form, ex- 
pounded a stanza of the Bhagavata, He then converted a person 
named Ramanandz to his religion by miraculously breaking his 
silagrima and restoring it to its original form. He then travelled 
through many countries on the score of visiting holy shrines and 


* In explanation of the name Nimbaditya, the following anecdote is related : 
Nimbaditya was engaged in conversation with an Advaiti priest. As they were 
conversing long on a theological topic in the evening, the sun set in the west. 
The Advaiti recluse seeing that the time for the evening ceremony was past, 
wanted to stop the conversation and perform the ceremony. But the Vaisnava 
recluse remarked that the sun had not set and showed the sun to his friend 
through a Nimba tree by his supernatural powers.

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successfully attacked the opponents of the Vaisnavareligion. At 
the request of a person named Késavabatta he commented on the 
Bhagavata fully. He wrote commentaries on the Bhagavadgita 
and fifty Upanisads and taught them to two disciples, Narayana 
and Acyuta. He then went to the Ganges and became a 
Tridandayati, He had two sons named Gopinatha and Vittha- 
lasvara. The former had a son named Purusdttama, and the 
latter had many sons, one of whom was named Giridhara. 

Fourth Prakarana.—Of the suguna and nirguna modes of 
worship, the latter prescribed in the Védas is very difficult and 
unfeasible, and the former is therefore the ‘more suitable and 
better one. It is therefore necessary to worship a personal repre- 
sentation or incarnation of the Supreme Deity. Of all the 
divine incarnations, Krsna is the best, and hence it follows 
that he alone should be worshipped as the highest deity. 

Fifth Prakarana.—The author mentions Vallabhacirya, his 
sons Gopinatha and Vitthalacirya and his grandson Purusottama, 
son of Gopinatha, and Giridhara, son of Vitthala. 


36. Bhaktihétunirnaya—by Vitthalacarya. 


37. Bhaktihétuvivrtii-A commentary on the above Py a dis- 
ciple of Vitthalacarya, named Raghunatha. 


38. Bhagavannamadarpana—written by Muralidharadasa, a dis- 
ciple of Vitthalacirya. The work is divided into four chapters 
or prakaranas. 


39. Prémabhaktirasdyana.—The author of the work is not 
given in it, but, by the mention of Vallabhacarya and his son 
Vitthalacirya, he appears to have belonged to the Vallabha sect. 
According to him, the inferior soul is a part of the superior soul, 
but when he is separated from the latter, his qualities, such as 
existence, intelligence and happiness, become invisible and, to the 
inferior souls who are fallen into the current of worldly life, the 
Supreme Being appears to be distant, though he is living in them. 
The author speaks of the way in which the Jiva, which feels 
separated from the Supreme Being, may be united with him. 

3 
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When the inferior souls are united with the Supreme Being, the 
union is of five kinds, viz.: Saldkya (living with him in the same 
locality), Saripya (possessing the same form), Samipya (living 
in vicinity with him), Sayujya (union with him), and lastly the 
rejoicing at the singing and hearing of his deeds, 


40. Paratatvanjana.—This is a work written by Muralidhara- 
dasa, who was a disciple of Vitthala, son of Vallabhacarya, to 
inculcate the worship of Visnu under the name of Krsna. The 
God is considered:as a treasure, and the present work which is a 
commentary on the Bhagavata is a means (eye-salve or collyrium) 
of discovering him, just as a magic eye-salve is a means of 
discovering the rich treasures buried under the earth. He lays 
down. the following questions: “ What is the highest Being full 
of happiness, and what are the means of reaching it?’’ and 
answers them in the following manner: “The Being,” he says, 
“is he who is the son of King Nanda, is as black as the cloud, 
lotus-eyed, an ocean of mercy, holds a flute; the favourite of 
the cowherd women, relieves the helpless, protects and saves of his 
own accord; giver of prosperity and happiness to his devotees, 
&¢e., and is to be known by the Bhagavata Purana; and the 
means of reaching him is to rejoice in singing and hearing of his 
deeds and qualities. According to the Pustimarga, God is to be 
approached only by his mercy and with affection for him. The 
work is divided into fourteen darganas—each of the first thirteen 
darsanas treating of his attributes, and the fourteenth, of the 
capacity of those who delight in singing and hearing of God. 


41. Bhaktisiitrabhdsyaa—A commentary on the Bhaktisitra 
of Sandilya by Muralidharadasa, a disciple of Vitthalacarya, son 
of Vallabhacarya. It is divided into three adhyayas, and each 
adhyaya is sub-divided into two ahnikas—

The work begins with 3 aa FlHIAAAT. Referring to the 
first word the commentary says :—

This interpretation is quite consistent with the tenet of the 
Vaisnavas that bhakti (piety) or worshipping the Supreme Being 
is to be considered as the fifth object of humanity in addition 
to the four well-known ones, viz., virtue, wealth, desire and sal- 


vation, and that devotion is better than mere knowledge and 
contemplation. 


42. Brahmasitrabhasya.—A commentary on the Sarirakasitra 
of Vyasa by Vallabhacarya who interprets the siitra so as to suit 
the tenets of his religion. According to him there is no salvation 
without piety and love for the Supreme Being who is identical 
with God Krsna. In the colophon of each adhyaya, he calls 
himself a follower of the religion of Vyasa.* 


CLASS VIIIL—PRAYOGA. 


43. Praydgaratna.—A. work on the grhya rituals of the follow- 
ers of the Aévaliyana sitra by Bhattanarayana, son of Bhatta- 
ramésvara. It was written at Benares. A complete list of the 
contents of the book is given at the end of the manuscript with 
reference to the pages of the manuscript, and the list follows the 
extracts from the above work.

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CLASS IX.—STOTRA, PUJA AND MANTRA. 


44, Svacchandapaddhati.—-A short treatise on the worship of 
Srividya by Madhusiidana Sarasvati who was the son of Madhava 
and a disciple of Nilakanthaérami. The author was patronized 
by Sivaraja of Rajadurga who presented him with elephants and 


horses, and conferred on him the title of HfatIs ‘The King 
of Poets.’ He was an inhabitant of a town called Vamsalaya. 


45. Vrsddristotra—written by Raghunathicarya who was a 
disciple of Ammangi Venkatacarya, and was born in the family 
of Tirunantalvarnga, the members of which lived ou the Tirupati 
hills and were engaged in worshipping the God. It contains some 
panegyrics on one of the seven hills of Tirupati called Vysadri. 


CLASS X.—_PURANAS. 


CoMMENTARIES ON THE BHAGAvaTs PurRANA, 


46. Bhagavatatattvadipiki—also called Tattvadipanibandhana 
or Tattvadipa written by Vallabhacarya who wrote the comment- 
ary on the first three skandhas, while the remaining part of the 
work was taken up by his son Vitthalicirya as we see from the 


colophon of the fourth skandha gfq AlasH RaMaese aaa:

The manuscript ends with a portion of the fifth skandha. 


47. Bhagavatatattvadipaprakasavaranabhaiga—is a comment- 
ary on the above by Pitambara, son of Yadupati, who pays homage 
to Vallabhacarya. The manuscript was transcribed by Vitthala- 
dasa, a pupil of Muralidharadasa, in the year of Randri, in the 
month of Kumbha, on the first day of the month and in the 
town of Salivatapuri. 


48. Bhagavatasahityamaijisa.—This work was written by 
Bhattavénkatésa, one of the disciples of Prahlidakanthakanthira- 
vasiri. Though the Bhigavata Purana is considered and read as a 
Purana generally, the author studied it as a great poem (Maha- 
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kavya) written in conformity to the rules of the Alankarasastra, 
and illustrates every rule of the Alankarasastra with quotations 
from the Bhagavata. He says that, asa poem, the Bhagavata 
satisfies all the conditions of a mahakavya, that the hero of the 
poem is God Krsna who possesses all the good qualities which 
should exist in the hero of a mahakavya, that it treats of all 
the subjects which should be introduced into a poem, and that it 
possesses all the merits of such a poem. 

The work will be much liked by the Vaisnavas and others 
who study the Bhagavata. 


49. Bhagavataryakhyéd—written by Viraraghava ending with 
the eleventh skandha. It is also called Bhagavatacandracandrika 
and interprets the original according to the Visistadvaita system. 


50. Bhargavapurana.—lt is an Upapurana or minor Purana 
and is intended to aggrandize the sanctity of the twelve Vaisnava 
saints who are said to be incarnations of the personal attendants 
and appendages of God Visnu. The work corresponds to the 
Bhaktavilasa which is a portion of the Skandapurana, and narrates 
the lives of the sixty-three saints of the Saiva religion. 

Saunaka and other sages addressing Sata said: “O great 
Rsi! we heard from you the history of the God Visnu; but we 
have not yet heard anything of the saints who were the devotees 
of Visnu.” The sage Sita narrated the histories of the twelve 
Vaisnava saints as they were narrated by Narayana to Nara, when 
they were making penance in their hermitage, and, when the 
latter requested him to let him know the easiest way of attaining 
to salvation. Narayana told Nara that Laksmi, the Goddess of 
Fortune, asked him why when he was incarnated in this world as 
Rama, Krsna, &e., both in the human and idol forms, it was 
not possible to give salvation to every one. The God replied that 
men’s conditions chiefly depended on the deeds of their former 
birth, and that, if all men are to be saved, he would allow all 
his personal attendants and appendages to be incarnated as 
different saints who, by preaching the Vaisnava religion to the 
peoples of the world, make them fit to enjoy the heavenly 
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bliss. He accordingly. directed (1) Garuda, his vehicle, (2) Vis- 
vakséna, his army leader, his wives, (3) Nila, (4) Bhami and (5) 
Laksmi, (6) Adisésa, king of the serpents, (7) Kumuda, a chief 
soldier of Visnu, (8) Cakra, his wheel weapon, (9) Sariga, his 
bow, (10) Nandaka, his sword, (11) Kaumédaki, his club, and 
(12) Paficajanya, his conch shell. 

The following isa list of the saints whose histories form the 
subject of this Purana, the dates of their birth being given from 
other sources :— 

(1) Sardémuni.—Tamil Poygaiyalvar, the incarnation of Pafica- 
janya, the conch shell of Visnu, at Kajici, in 862,962 past of the 
Dvaparayuga. 

(2) Bhitamuni.—Tamil Pidattilvar, incarnation of Gada, 
the club of Visnu, at Mallapuri, on the second day after the birth 
of the preceding saint. 

(3) Mahadakhyamuni.—Tamil Péyalvar, the incarnation of 
Nandaka, the sword of Visnu, at Mayarapuri, on the third day 
after the birth of the first saint. 

(4) Mahiséramuni.—Tamil Tirumaligaiyalvar,* the incarna- 
tion of the wheel weapon of Visnu, at Tirumaiigai, a village near 
Madras, in the same year in which the preceding three were born. 

(5) Sathari—Tamil Nammalvar, the incarnation of Visva- 
kséna, the army leader of Visnu, at Tirukkurugir (Sans. Kuruka- 
puri), on the 43rd day of the Kaliyuga. 

(6) Madhurakavi.—The incarnation of Kumuda, a chief sol- 
dier of Visnu, at Tirukkdlir, in 868,879 past of the Dvapara ago. 

(7) Kulagékharamuni.—The incsrnation of Kaustubha, the 
jewel of Visnu, in the town of Kolli (Sans. Kolapattana) in Mala- 
bar, in the 28th year of the Kaliyuga. 

(8) Visnucitta.—Tamil Periyaivar, the incarnation of Garuda 
in Srivilliputtar (Sans. Dhanvipura), in the 47th year of the 
Kaliyuga. 

(9) Godd.—Tamil Andal, the incarnation of the Goddess 
of the Earth, a wife of Visnu. She was the daughter of the 
preceding saint and was born in the 98th year of the Kali age. 


* The Sanskrit word mahisdra becomes corrupted into malisat in Tamil, 
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(10) Bhaktanghrirénu.—Tamil Tondaradippodi, the incarna- 
tion of Vanamala, the wreath of flowers worn by Visnu, in the 
town of Tirumandateudi (Sans. Mandangudi), in the 1289th year 
of the Kali age. ‘ 

(11) Sripéna.—Tamil Tiruppinilvar, the incarnation of Sri- 
vatsa, the personal mark of Visnu, in the town of Niculapura, 
in the 343rd year of the Kali age. 

(12) Tirumangaiyalear,—Sanskrit Kaliya, the incarnation of 
Sariga, the bow of Visnu, in the town of Tiruvali, in the 398th 
year of the Kaliyuga. 

The dates assigned to the births of the above twelve saints are 
not trustworthy and are intended to enhance the sanctity of the 
saints; and this has been shown in the case of the last-mentioned 
saint who is said to have vanquished the celebrated Saiva saint 
Sambandha who was prior to Sankaracarya and may be assigned 
to the sixth or seventh century and was the contemporary of 
Kinapindya who was the last of the kings of Madura mentioned 
in the Halasyamahatmya (vide my Essay on Tamil Literature, 
No. I, p. 53). I may add here that the language of the Tamil 
Prabhandha does not indicate a very high antiquity. 


CLASS XI.—CARITRA OR HISTORY. 


51. Sri Vallabhacaryacaritra.—This is a short work in prose 
written by Muralidharadasa, one of the disciples of Vitthala, son 
of Vallabhacarya, whose history is the subject of this work. God 
Visnu, who was very kind-hearted towards his devotees and pious 
men, inspired a good Brahman named Laksmanabhatta in the 
Telugu country, who, under divine inspiration, was preparing the 
people for the worship of Visnu according to the way mentioned 
in the Vaisnava Agamas, The God was born as the son of the 
above Brahman and was named Vallabhacarya. As the child was 
born in the eighth month after the conception, the parents thought 
that it would not live long and so left it in a forest, on their way 
to Benares; but, on their return, found the child living in perfect 
health and brought it home. The parents performed to the child 
the jitakarma and other ceremonies, and, within the eighth year, 
the boy became well versed in all tho Sastras, 
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Tn course of time, a cow belonging to a Brahman, though well- 
fed, did not yield the proper quantity of milk; and it was dis- 
covered that the cow went to astone and poured its milk on it. 
On examination an idol of the God Krsna appeared to the 
people. When asked why he appeared there, he replied that he 
came to see Vallabhacarya. A person named Sindhupandya, who 
got the information from the God, instructed the owner of the 
cow to worship the idol every day. 

Ono day, Vallabhacarya who, in his twenty-second year, was 
wandering from town to town, was seen, in the form of God 
Krsna, by a person who was standing on the highest storey of 
his lofty house. The person at once came down and prostrated 
himself at the feet of Vallabhacarya and requested the latter to 
admit him as a disciple; and the saint, moved with the profound 
piety of his admirer, made him a disciple of his under the name 
of Damédaradasa. The saint and his disciple then went to Visa- 
khanagar (modern Vizag.) where he saw his maternal uncle, the 
minister of the king of the place. He then visited Krsnnadéva 
Raya in the south and in an assembly held at the court* defeated 
all the opponents of the Vaisnava religion and established his 
own, #.e., the worship of Visnu under the name of Krsna as the 
religion of the Védas and all the Sastras. He then proceeded to 
the country of Marvad on his way to Gdkula and Brindavana and 
then reached the latter places, where he was constantly engaged in 
the worship of God Krsna. In course of time, the God appeared’ 
to him in his dream and ordered him to teach the people the 
Vaisnava religion, and said that he would be successful as he was 
an incarnation of the divine speaker himself. Thenceforward, 
Vallabhacarya began to propagate his religion and, in course of 
time, met a person, who was searching for a lost silagrama of his. 
Vallabhacirya made a whole tree appear to the person full of sala- 
gramas hanging on its branches, each of which was like the one 
for which the person was searching. At another time, when a 
person was worshipping a silagrama which he placed on the breast 


* The assembly is said to have been presided over by Vyisatirtha, a Pandit 
of the Madhya sect. 
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of an idol of Krsna, Vallabhacarya advised him not to do so, but 
the latter insisted in his mode of worship and immediately found 
the salagrama broken into pieces. When he repented for violating 
the advice of the priest, Vallabacarya asked the devotee to bring 
the broken pieces of the salagrama to him, and by his miraculous 
powers restored the broken salagrama to its original form and 
integrity. He then went to the country of Marvad, established 
his own religion and supplanted all the other religions. He went 
to Poona and worshipped the God Vitthala there, was ordered by 
the God to become a married man and was informed by the latter 
that he himself would be born in the devotee’s family. Vallabha- 
cirya then went to Benares, where he married the daughter of 
one of his own disciples whom God Krsna had already ordered 
in adream to give his daughter to Vallabhacarya. He then threw 
all the idols of Siva and other gods in the Ganges except the 
silagrama idols, and when the gods entreated him not to do so, 
he advised his followers to worship those gods on the occasion of 
feasts, and informed them that Siva and other deities were the 
devotees of Visnu and that they might be worshipped as such. 

In course of time he got two sons, of whom the elder named 
Gopinatha was an incarnation of. Balarima and the younger, 
named Vitthala, that of God Krsna. Vitthalacarya had seven 
sons, who with their father and uncle were everywhere preaching 
and propagating the worship of Krsna. Of the seven sons 
of Vitthalaicarya, only the following are mentioned by their 
names :— 


1. Giridhara. 3. Raghupati. 
2. Govindaraya. 4, Yadupati. 


CLASS XII.—VAIDYA SASTRA (MEDICINE). 


52. Caraka samhita—is a great and very ancient work on 
medicine by Caraka. It was originally written by Agnivééa and 
improved by Caraka, Agnivésa is one of the six disciples of 
Atri, who learnt the science of medicine from the latter, and the 
remaining five disciples were Bhéla, Jatukarni, Pardsara, Harita

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and Ksarapani. The work is divided into several sthinas or 
chapters, such as (1) Stitrasthana, (2) Nidinasthana, (3) Sarira- 
athana, (4) Vimanasthana ; (5) Indriyasthana ; (6) Cikitsasthana ; 
(7) Kalpasthana. The manuscript contains the first four adhyayas 
of the first portion (sthana) and a portion of the fifth. ‘he 
following are headings of those adhyayas :— 

1. Dirghajivitavyam. 4, Sadvivécanasatasritiyam. 

2. Apamargatanduliyam. 5. Matrasitiyam. 

3, Aragvadhiyam. 


A manuscript of the same work is described in Burnell’s 
Catalogue of the Sanskrit Library of the Tanjore Palace, and it 
contains a much larger portion of the work than contained in the 
manuscript under notice. But it is named Bhélasarbhita. 


53. Sadvaidyayivanam.—Named Lilambarajiyam, was written 
by Lolambaraja who was the son of Divakara. The work much 
prevails in the Maratha country, and consists of a centum of 


verses; and there is a proverb in Sanskrit: PIGESAE TG qivea: 


“A doctor by one hundred stanzas’’ which is said to refer to this 
work, and implies that any person becomes a doctor by studyimg 
this work. 


54. Prasnottaramala.—This is a treatise on medicine written. 
by Srisailanatha under the patronage of Vénkatadrivibhu. The 
author mentions as his guru Kamééanatharya of the Kasyapagotra, 
whose father was named Hkimranatha, composed a work on Ayur- 
véda at the request of the minister (Sayana). There was a person 
named Avadhanasarasvati* who belonged to the Atrigdtra, was 
born in Maksikaranya (a village known by the Tamil name of

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Tkkadu *), near Trivellore, in the country of Tundiramandala (Tamil 
Tondamandalam), and wrote a medical treatise which contained 
the substance of the vast medical literature. He married the 
daughter of Kamésanatha and became the father of the author of 
this work. As the author’s great grandfather was a contemporary 
of Sayana, minister of Bukka, the author must have lived about 
the beginning of the fifteenth century under the patronage of a 
king named Vénkatadri.

TAMIL MANUSCRIPTS. 
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CLASS L—GRAMMAR. 


1. Tolgappiyam with the commentary of Ilampiiranar.—The 
original work was written by a person named Tolgappiyar, 
from whose name the work is designated Tolgippiyam. ‘The 
word signifies an ancient poet from fol, ‘ old,’ and hdppiyam, 
‘poetry,’ and may refer to the fact that he was the most an- 
cient author whose work is now extant. He is also called Trna- 
dhimigni, but the name does not occur inany ancient Tamil 
work I have seen. He was one of the twelve * disciples of 
Agastya, and the following account is given by Naccinarkkiniyar 
in his commentary of the above work. When Agastya came to 
the south to live there permanently, Tolgappiyar was asked to 
accompany Lopamudra ; but, owing to his carelessness in executing 
the commands of Agastya, he was cursed by the latter that he 
should not go to heaven ; and, in return, Tolgappiyar hurled a curse 
on Agastya that his work, namely, the grammar written by him and 
called Agastyam, should become obsolete. Hence it happened 
that the work of the sage was given up by the people and, in 
its stead, the grammar of the disciple was used. Tolgappiyar 
was a member of the second Tamil Sangam ; and his grammar 
was the chief authority for the language and has continued as 
such ever since. We learn from Naccinarkkiniyar that, in the time 
of the author, the principal literary works were Mapuranam, 
Bhitapuranam and Iéainunukkam; that the subjects treated in 
them were orthography, etymology, rules of poetry, prosody, code 
of usages, the duties of a king, a minister and a brahmin, astro- 
nomy, astrology, music and dancing and the like; and that the

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present grammar was written by consulting the above works. 
But nothing is known about those works except that the Isainu- 
nukkam is a work on music and that it was composed by Sikhandi, 
who was one of the twelve disciples of Agastya, for the instruc- 
tion of Jayanta, the son of a Pandya king named Anakula, who 
was his son by a celestial damsel called Tilottama.* The above 
works have not yat been discovered, but we come across passages 
quoted from them in the commentaries of Naccinarkkiniyar, 
Adiyarkkunallar and others. 

The Tolgappiyam is said to have been presented at the court 
of a Madura king and explained to the satisfaction of a sage 
called Adankottasan, who was a native of Adhangddu. From a 
passage in the commentary, we learn that the king was called 
Makirti (Sans. Mahakirti) and that he reigned for twenty 
thousand years, — 

The work is said to be based on the Aindra, which was the 
grammatical treatise attributed to Indra, to which Agastya refers 
in a passage of his, quoted by Sénavaraiyar and others ; and 
from the manner of reference it appears that the grammar of 
Agastya does not follow the Aindra grammar, and this view is 
confirmed by a passage occurring in the Praydgavivékam of 
Subrahmanya Védiyar, according to which the Agastyum was 
based on Panini’s and the Tolgappiyam on Indra’s. Accord- 
ing to the Kathasaritsigara, the grammar of Indra prevailed 
before Panini and, when the latter composed his grammar 
known by the name of Astadhyayi and defeated his opponent 
Vararuci in a grammatical discussion, the latter was obliged to 
adopt the vanquisher’s work and give up the grammar of Indra 
which he had previously studied and followed. This must bea

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pure myth created, perhaps, ona Vedic passage which says that 
Indra studied grammar under Brhaspati and, even after a hun- 
dred years’ study, was not able to master the subject. According 
to Dr. Kiélhorn, the so-called Indra’s grammar is simply the 
work of Jinéndra. 


2, Ilampiranam.—A commentary of the Tolgappiyam by 
Ilampiranir, who is known by the name of 2@rwrAur, ‘the 
author of the vommentary,’ as he was the first commentator of 
the Tolgippiyam. In the following passage, which occurs in the 
commentary of the Silappadhikaram by Adiyarkkunallar, the 
author is spoken of as Uraiyasiriyar :--

The commentary is available only for the first two chapters, 
viz., Eluttadhikaram, ‘ Orthography,’ Solladhikaram, ‘ Etymology ’ 
of the Tolgappiyam, and the remaining portion has not yet been 
discovered. There are other commentaries written by Sénavarai- 
yar and Kalladar on Etymology. Tbe commentary of Naccinark- 
kiniyar only exists in full and has been printed. 


3. Virasoliyam.—This is a work on Tamil grammar written 
by Buddhamitra, a petty chieftain, who ruled over a province called 
Ponparri, under Viraé6la, better known as Kuldttunga I., who ruled 
over the Chola country between 1064-1118. The author, who was 
a Buddhist, says that Agastya learnt the Tamil language under 
Avalékitu, and this statement corresponds to a similar one made 
by the Hindus that Agastya studied Tamil under Siva. The work 
is divided into five chapters, viz., Orthography, Etymology, 
Rules of Poetry, Prosody, and Figures of Speech. In the chapter 
on the Figures of Speech, the author refers to Dandi, who may 
be the Sanskrit rhetorician, the author of the Kavyddarsa, who 
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flourished during the latter half of the seventh century, or the 
author who wrote the Dandiyalatkdram in Tamil. Ho treats of 
Tamil according to the system of Panini and introduces some of 
the technical terms of the Sanskrit grammar, thus making his 
work somewhat difficult for pandits knowing only Tamil. It has, 
therefore, fallen into disuse and was not known much before it 
was printed. 

The manuscript under notice contains a commentary on the 
Virasoliyam by Perundévanar who is supposed to. have been a 
disciple of the author, from the expression 6_@eGq@ per war 
which means ‘as a duty he wrote the commentary.’ 

In a stanza composed by the commentator as an example of a 
certain figure in the chapter on Alankara, he refers to Virasdla 
under the following titles, &c. :— 


Kavérivallavan, ‘ the husband of the Kavéri.’ 
Kannumunninaivan, ‘he who knows before thinking.’

These may otherwise refer to other persons. He also mentions 
the name of Dandi, the author of the Kavyadaréa, in a stanza com- 
posed by him which occurs on p. 189.

4. Nannil—A grammatical treatise by Pavanandimunivar 
under the auspices of a king called Styagangan, who, from his 
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name meaning a lion-like Ganga prince, appears to have been a 
great prince of the Ganga family. But we cannot identify him. 
He is said to have been a liberal king and a patron of learning. 


The Nannil treats of Orthography and Etymology, and is 
divided into two chapters, viz, 7» sse77 and @erao Gers. 


The chapter on Orthography is sub-divided into (1) Eluttiyal, 
(2) Padaviyal, (3) Uyirirruppunariyal, (4) Meyyirruppunariyal, — 
(5) Urupupunariyal ; and the chapter on Etymology, into (1) 
Peyariyal, (2) Vinaiyiyal, (3) Idaiyiyal, (4) Uriyiyal, (5) Podu- 
viyal. 

The author of the work refers to Pingala, who wrote a lexicon 
called Pingalandai, which refers to the Chalukya kings and uses 
the word Pailava in the sense of alow person. Hence, the author 
of the work under notice must have flourished after the overthrow 
of the Pallavas by the Chalukyas. ; 


5, Ilakkanavilakkam.—A work on grammar, like the Tolgappi- 
yam, by Vaidyanatha Désikar of Tiruvarir in the Tanjore District. 
He was a contemporary of Sivafianamunivar and flourished about 
250 years ago. He was the son of Valmikanatha Désikar and was 
the sixth ancestor to Suryamirti Désikar, who is now very old and 
is living in Terukkalar in the neighbourhood of Adittéccuram in 
the Taluk of Mannargudi. He wasalso the teacher of the well- 
known Padikkasuppulavar, a court poet under Raghunatha Sétu- 
pati who reigned from 1685 to 1723 A.C. The book is accom- 
panied by a profuse and able commentary by the author himself. 
It is said that Sadaéiva Désikar, the eldest son of the author, wrote 
the preface (uru97.0) and some of the aphorisms in the chapter on 
Figures of Speech ; but some believe that the author’s son wrote 
the commentary also. The last chapter Pattiyal was written by 
Tyagariya Désikar, the second son of the author. The work is 
divided into three chapters: (1) 7@¢sHerrb Orthography, 
(2) Oeraafierrn HKtymology, and (3) Qur@eGarra Rules 
on the Subject-matter of Poetry. The first chapter is sub- 
divided into (1) eas Gwe, (2) usMwe, (3) 2W Romeo Awe, - 
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QuWwSonvyarAwe, and (5) 2@yyeorfwe; the second into 
(1) Quwflier, (2) MarwWwey, (3) Qeoruwed, (4) 2AuIwed, and (5)

Herr wer, (3) Kou wev, (4) QeWujeHwov, and (5) um_4y wer 


The whole work consists of 941 aphorisms. 


The work evoked a very severe and unjust criticism from his 
opponent Sivagfiana Déesikar under the title of the Llakkanavilak- 
kacctiravali, the “ Tempest of the Ilakkanavilakkam (the lamp of 
grammar.) ”” 


The following eulogistic verse was written by the grandson of 
the author and the son of Tiyagaraya Désikar who wrote the last 
chapter of the grammar :—

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6. Agapporulvilakkam.—This work was written by Vambi, who 
was a Jain and who assumed the title of Warkavirdjan (‘ Prince of 
the *four kinds of poetry’). We learn from the commentary of 
the preface that the author wrote and published this work during 
the reign of Kulasékharapandiyan. The work is based upon 
Tolgappiyam, and seems to be very old. The name of thejcom- 
mentator and his time are not yet known. As Tafijaivanankovai 
is cited in illustration of the rules throughout this work, the age 
of the commentator can be guessed if the time of the kdvai is 
ascertained. 


CLASS IIT.—PROSODY. 


7. Yapparungalakkarigai.—According to the commentary this 
work was written by Amrtasigaran, a Jain pandit, as a sequel 
to a work on prosody called Yapparungalam. It consists of three 
chapters ; vlz.—- 3 

(1) Uruppiyal, (2) Seyyuliyal, (3) Olibiyal. 

The commentary was written by Gunasagaran, a Jain by birth.

CLASS III.—LEXICON. 


8. Séndan Tivakaram.—The first lexicon known in Tamil written 
by a person named Divakaramuni, who, it is said, wasa native of 
a village called Ambal. He was the father of Pingalar who 
wrote a lexicon called Pingalandai. Both the father and the son 
are referred to in the Cidamani, a later lexicon written by Man- 
dalapurusan in the beginning of the sixteenth century under the

Tho lexicon under notice is named Divakaram after its author 
and was written at the request of a person named Séndan. It is 
divided into twelve chapters. 

As the work is quoted by Adiyarkkunallir in his commentary 
of the Silappadhikaram, the author must be anterior to Adiyarkku- 
nallar. If the opinion of Mr. Saminatha Aiyar, the editor of the 
Silappadhikaram, viz., that Adiyarkkunallar lived before Nacci- 
narkkiniyar be correct, then the author of the lexicon under notice 
must be anterior to Naccinarkkiniyar also. But it should be noted 
that the latter has, as far as 1 have known, not quoted the work 
under notice. 


CLASS IV.—ALANKARASASTRA. 


9. Dandiyalankdram.—tThis was written by a person who calls 
himself Dandi after the author of the Kavyadarga, a Sanskrit 
treatise on Alankara. The author of the Tamil work followed 
closely the Sanskrit original and treated the subject as clearly as 
the author of the Sanskrit work has done. This is the first work 
of the kind after the Tolgappiyam and may be older than the 
Virasoliyam, the author of which also refers to the Sanskrit author. 
As this person flourished in the latter half of the seventh century 
A.C., the present work must have been composed at a later period. 
The work consists of 126 aphorisms or sitras, and is divided into 
three chapters, viz., (1) Poduvaniyiyal, (2) Porulaniyiyal, and (3) 
Sollaniyiyal. 

The author was the son of a person named Ambikapati; but 
we are not sure whether he was the same as the son of Kambar, 
the author of the well-known Tamil Ramayana, who is also known 
by the same name. He refers to Anapayacdla, a Chola king 
of the fourteenth century at whose request Sekkliar wrote the

Periyapurinam. (See Notice No. 22 infra.) The author says that 
_ he studied the Tolgappiyam written by one of the twelve disciples 

of Agastya and also the grammar of Prakrit, and explained the 
Porulilakkanam at the court of a Pandiya king and the Nata- 
kavilakkanam at the temple of Chidambaram, and that he was the 
son of Ambikapati who lived in the Chola country. 

The following passage from which the above account is taken 
appears in the Dandiyalankarasiram, ‘The Essence of the Dandi- 
yalankara, ’ edited by the learned T. H. Streenivasaraghavacharyar, 
the late Tamil pandit of the Presidency College, and is given here 
for reference :—

On comparing the manuscript with the printed edition of the 
work, I see a good deal of difference in the text and the commentary, 
and this can be seen even from the few extracts made from the 
manuscript. 

The work under notice is quoted by Adiyarkkunallar in his 
commentary of the Silappadhikiaram. But as it is not quoted by 
Naccinirkkiniyar in any of his commentaries, we may infer that 
the author of the work might be posterior to Naccinarkkiniyar and 
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prior to Adiyarkkunallar. To this fact may be added what is 
already said with reference to relative ages of Adiyarkkunallar and 
Naccinarkkiniyar under Divakaram. (See No. 8 supra.) 


CLASS V.—POETRY. 


10. Jivakacintémani.—This is one of the five great poems in 
Tamil, the remaining four being Silappadhikaram, Manimékhalai, 
Kundalakési, and Valayapati.* It treats of the history of Jivaka, 
a Jain king, who married eight wives,f and after the life of the 
world obtained salvation. ‘The poem is divided into thirteen 
Tambakas, ‘ Cantos,’ the first treating of his boyhood and education, 
the next eleven treating of the adventures of the king termi- 
nating in marriage with eight girls, and the last of his salvation. 
The thirteen cantos are named as follows :—

The poem is a standard work in Tamil and has an excellent 
commentary by Naccinarkkiniyar. It is quoted in the comment- 
aries of ancient poems and other works. It is perhaps a transla- 
tion of some Sanskrit work, but the author does not refer to any 
original work. The story of Jivaka forms the subject-matter of

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in the Mahapurana, Sripurana and other works. The manuscript 
under notice contains the first three cantos only. The work was 
written by a Jain poet named Tiruttakkadévar (Sans. Sri Daksa- 
déva) and is said to have been presented at the Sangam and 
approved. The age of the author is not known, but as the work 
was the model of the Periyapurinam which was written by Sekkilar 
in the fourteenth century, the author must have lived before that 
period. 


The author of the commentary of the Virasdliam, who is sup- 
posed to have been a disciple of the author of the grammar, 
Buddhamitra, a contemporary of Viragdla who reigned between 
1064 and 1101 A.C., refers to the Nariviruttam written by Tirut- 
takkadéver. If the supposition is right, he must have lived before 
the eleventh century A.C., at the latest. 


11. Udayanatumarakdviyam.—A poem treating of the story of 
Udayana, king of the Vatsa country. He married the daugh- 
ter of Pradysota, king of Ujjayini, who was called Vasavadatta. 
When the father came to know the love which Udayana felt for 
his daughter, he did not like to have him for his son-in-law. He 
decoyed the youthful prince to come into his territory and im- 
prisoned him. But the latter effected his escape and carried away 
his beloved consort to Kausimbi, where he married her and got 
a son named Naravahanadatta, The story occurs in the Katha- 
saritsigara and is referred to in the Méghadita. 


The poem under notice is divided into six cantos: viz.— 


1. Udayanakandam, 108 stanzas. 

. llavanakandam, 30 stanzas. 

. Magadhakandam, 35 stanzas. 

. Vattavakandam, 56 stanzas. 

. Naravahanakandam, 61 stanzas. 
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. Turavukandam, 65 stanzas. 


The title of the six cantos and the number of the stanzas con- 
tained in each are given in two verses at the end of the poem 
which are given in the Extracts, 
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This work is quite different from the Udayanankathai quoted. 
by Adiyarkkunallar in his commentary on the Silappadhikaram, 
treating of the same subject and divided into five chapters, the 
titles of which are the same as those of the first five cantos of the 
work under discussion. 


12, Aiaguruniiru—An anthology consisting of 500 stanzas com- 
posed by five different poets and divided into as many parts which 
are devoted to the description of erotic subjects under the heads of 
(1) Marudam\(w@ 4b), (2) Neydal (Osi sa), (3) Kuriiji(eleG¥), 
(4) Palai (urd), and (5) Mullai (@a2%v), The authors of these 
five parts are respectively (1) Orarhbogi (@rubGur@), (2) Ammi- 
van (2 bepaer), (3) Kapilar (Jar), (4) Odalandai (gsarG005), 
and (5) Péyan (@uwer), The anthology was compiled by Pulat- 
turaimurriya Kidalar Kilar (yasaopmodwu aro Sip) 
under the auspices of a Chéra prince, Yanaikkatcéy-mandarai- 
céralirumporai (wrtwée Cru orpsreCer SGHQuTmL). 


The names marudam, &c., usually indicate the five kinds of 
country, namely— 


1. Marudam, ‘agricultural lands ;’ 

2. Neydal, ‘maritime lands ;’ 

8. Palai, ‘desert lands; ’ 

4. Mutlai, ‘ forest lands ;’ and 

5. Kurifiji, ‘mountainous lands.’ But they are here used 
to indicate the five kinds of actions of lovers, viz-— 

1. Marudam, ‘ amorous dispute.’ 

2. Neydal, ‘ grief at the non-arrival of the lover at the time 
fixed for his return.’ 

3, Palai, ‘ following the lover wherever he goes.’ 

4. Mullai, ‘remaining at home when he is away and wait- 
ing for him.’ 

5. Kurifiji, ‘enjoying his company.’ 

These meanings are given by Naccinarkkiniyar in his com- 

mentary on the Poruladhikaram of Tolgappiyam and by the 
commentators of the Tiruvaymoli, 
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The name Ainkuruniru signifies a collection of five hundred 
short stanzas, from ai, ‘five,’ kuru, ‘short,’ niu, ‘hundred.’ 


The work is one of the eight poems collectively known as 
Fttuttogai which can be seen from the following mnemonio 
stanza :—

If the Kapilar, who is one of the authors of this anthology, be 
the same Kapilar who lived after Varhéaéékhara, the date of the 
composition of this work is later than the fifth or the sixth century

13. Aindinatyclubadu.—tIt is a short poem on love written by 
Muvvadiyar. The poem consists of seventy stanzas, at the rate of 
fourteen stanzas regarding each of the five actions of the lovers, 
viz., (1) Kuridji, (2) Mullai, (3) Palai, (4) Marudam, and (5) 
Neydal, which terms are explained at page 40. The first twenty- 
four stanzas are accompanied by a commentary and the first two 
lines of the 13th stanza and the 25th, 26th, 29th, and the 70th 
stanzas are not found in the manuscript under notice. The work 
is one of the eighteen poems known by the collective name cf the 
Padinenkilkkanakku which are mentioned in the following 
mnemonic stanza :—

14, Kallddam.—-A poem illustrative of the rules of the third 
part of Tamil Grammar, Poruladhikaram, by Kalladanar,t one of

supply this want, Kalladar, one of the poets of the Third Sangam, 
is said to have written the work under notice. Kalladar refers in

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The work has a commentary written by Mayilérumperumal 
Pillai for the first 36 agavals. The commentator was a native of 
Tinnevelly and was the teacher of Isinadésikar who wrote the 
Tlakkanakkottu and who was the priest of the Tiruvavaduturai 
Adinam and lived about 150 years ago. According to him the 
commentary on the Tirukkovaiyar, now attributed to Naccinark- 
kiniyar, was written by one Pérasiriyar, and this corroborates the 
opinions of Subrahmanyadiksitar, and Vaithyanatha Désikar, the 
author of lakkanavilakkam. 


15, Nalavenba.—A poem in three cantos by Pugaléndippulavar 
who is said to have been a court poet under the patronage of Vara- 
gunapandya and a contemporary of Kulottungacdla. If this be 
true, he must have lived in the eleventh century. According to the 
Vinddarasamafjari, he was also a contemporary of Ottakkittar 
and the celebrated poetess Auvaiyar. 


CLASS VI.—ANTHOLOGY. 


18. Nitittirattu is an anthology consisting of extracts col- 
leoted from many ancient works and arranged according to tho. 
subjects. The compiler’s name is not mentioned; bat the com- 
pilation was made with great care, and displays extensive study 
and profound learning. The work is divided into two parts, 
viz., (1) Arattuppal, the Chapter on Virtue, and (2) Porutpal, 
the Chapter on Wealth. The former is sub-divided into forty- 
two adhikaras or chapters and the latter into eighty-six, and 
each adhikara treats of a particular subject. ‘The subjects under 
which the selections are arranged are various and very usoful. 
The following isa list of the works from which the anthology

The anthology under notice is very interesting and instructive, 
and will be highly appreciated by Tamil pandits. The manus- 
cript is one of the oldest collections of the library, and was 
discovered by me in the course of my annual examination of the 
contents of the library. On reading a few leaves, I found the work 
to be very useful. But as the manuscript was in an injured con- 
dition, I got a fresh transcript of the. work. Some of the works 
quoted in it are very rare and important for the history of Tamil 
Literature. I shall give here two instances of the ways in which 
the book may be utilized by Tamil scholars. 

The Purananiru, an ancient and well-known Anthology, which 
is mentioned as one of the books of the Third Sangam, was 
lately edited by the learned Tamil pandit of the Kumbhakonam 
College, after collating five manuscripts containing only the text 
and eleven containing the commentary also. In some places the 
verses are defective owing to the omissions occurring in the manu- 
scripts collated ; and spaces are left in the passages indicating the 
omission, As the manuscript under notice contained in full every 
quotation made from the Purananiru, I felt a great curiosity to 
see whether the manuscript could help in supplying the omissions

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occurring in the printed edition of the work; and I am very 
happy to state that I succeeded to some extent. Of the nine 
stanzas, the first lines of which are left imperfect in the printed 
edition of the Purananiru, two, namely the 276th and the 300dth, 
are fully quoted in this manuscript. ‘I'he omissions occurring 
in the verses 315, 322, 341 and 861 and in some others may 
be supplied from the manuscript. 

In the Tolgappiyam Poruladhikaram edited by Mr. Tamo- 
daram Pillai and in Mr. Saminatha Aiyar’s edition of the Purana- 
niru, the following is printed as full ; but the manuscript contains 
a line between the lines 3 and 4, which is printed here in italics.

CLASS VJI-—-DIDACTIC AND ETHICAL POETRY. 


17. Kuralurai,—The Kural is commented upon by the follow- 
ing authors :—Tarumar, Manakkudaiyar, Tamattar, Naccinark- 
kiniyar, Parudi, Parimélalagar, Tirumalaiyar, Mallar, Kavipperu- 
mal and Kalingar, as can be seen from the mnemonic verse :—

The work under notice was written by a person whose name 
is not given in the manuscript. 


18. Acdrakkdvai.—According to the invocatory stanza and its 
old commentary, this work was composed by one Mulli, son of 
Peruvayan of Kayattur.* It consists of one hundred and one 
stanzas of the Venba metre. 

It is referred to in the Llakkanavilakkam in the following 
passage :——

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The passage occurs in the commentary on the Sitra in which 
the author mentions the different kinds of subordinate works 
(a) gnev) which are written in pursuance of an original work and 
follow it in the treatment of the subject. From this it appears 
that the Acarakkévai is a translation of some Sanskrit work. 

It treats of the daily duties of a person to his own self—such 
as eating, dressing, sleeping, bathing, &c.; of the duties towards 
his own relatives and elders—such as parents, brothers, uncles, 
gurus, &c.; of the duties of an householder; and of the rules of 
etiquette to be observed in the assemblies of kings and princes. 

This is reckoned as one of the eighteen works collectively 
known in Tamil by the name of Padinenkilkkanakku. (See No. 
13.) 

As there is room to surmise that the 65th stanza of this work 
is adapted at the close* of Vafijinamalai (Maduraikkandam) of the 
Silappadhikaram by Ilangovadigal, we may infer that the work 
under notice belongs to an earlier period than Silappadhikaram, 
whose date is considered to have been the second century A.C. at 
the earliest. The present work enables us to have an insight into 
the daily life of the Tamilians of that century, and to understand 
the influence of the Aryan habits and customs on the life of the 
Tamilians. 

In the course of the work we meet with several intelligent 
observations of Nature and very important hygienic principles. 

The work is quoted by standard commentators, such as 
Naccinarkkiniyar, Adiyarkkunallar and others, as a great authority. 


19. Tirtkaduyam.—A short moral poem written by Nalla- 
danir, who was a poet of the Third Sangam. The poem was 
submitted to the Sangam and was approved. The name Tirika- 
dugam is derived from the Sanskrit Trikatukam, a medical term, 
which means three pungent things, viz., dried ginger, pepper and 
long pepper. Each stanza enumerates three things which are 
good.

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20. Nitinerivilakkam.—A moral poem containing a centum of 
verses written by Kumaraguru Désikar who flourished during the 
eighteenth century. 


21. Aranericedram.—A short poem of 226 stanzas containing 
moral precepts and observations, by Munaippidiyar, who is 
inferred to be a Jain by his reference to the several tenets of 
Jainism in the poem. In the very first invocatory stanza, the 
author uses the word Tamaraippinadandan (sTHWomruy BL fsrer), 
from which we have to understand the god Jina who is said to 
move on a lotus flower. Other words of the same radical signi- 
fication are also to be met with in Tamil literature as the title 
of Jina, such as, Pimiéainadandin (yWoeres-_pstar), Piumisai- 
nadanda Vaman (yYWors_fs aruer), Malarmisaiyéginan 
(nar doeGw@@or).* Though such epithets refer to God Siva 
also in later Tamil literature, yet, in the ancient Tamil literature, 
they refer to Jina and Buddha only. Another peculiarity to be 
noticed in the work is the use of the name Siva for the god Jina. 
(Vide the Extracts).

Sekkilar, who is also called Arunmolittévar, was born at Kunrat- 
tir in the country of the Tondamandalam. He wasa Vélala and 
was very learned and possessed great talents, which attracted the 
attention of the King Anapiya Chéla, who appointed him his 
prime minister. When he saw that the king was studying the 
Jivakacintamani, a peom about a Jaina king, written by Tiruttak- 
kadévar, he disapproved of the king’s religious taste and told 
him that a staunch Saiva like tho king should not read the works 
of the Jains. But when the king replied that there was no 
sich poem among tho Saivas as could be compared with the Jaina 
epic, the prime minister promised that he would produce a poem. 
of equal merit for the Saivas, and accordingly he wrote the Periya- 


puranam.

23. Tiruvilayadarpuranam.—this is a Tamil translation of the 
Sanskrit Halasyamahatmya which is a portion of the Isasamhita 
of the Skanda Purana. But the Halasyamahitmya, which has 
been printed in Telugu, is said to be a portion of the Agastya- 
samnhita of the Skanda Purana. The work under notice is 
divided into three Kandams or parts; viz., (1) Maduraikkandam, 
(2) Kadarkandam, and (3) Alavaykkindam, and into sixty-five 
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padalams or chapters. It was written by ParafijOtimunivar who 
flourished during the latter part of the sixteenth century A.C. in 
the reign of Ativirarama Pandya. The poem describes the sixty- 
four sports of God Siva.who is worshipped in the form of a Linga 
under the name of Sundarééa with his consort Parvati under the 
name of Tatatakikaé which appears to be a Tamil word. Kulasé- 
khara Pandya, who was living in his old capital Kalyanapura, was 
visited in his dream by God Siva and was told to build a new 
town in the place where a stone idol of the god had appeared and 
to niake the latter his capital. This event, which seems to be 
connected with the very commencement of the political history of 
Ancient Southern India, is to be assigned to a time preceding the 
Christian era by several centuries. The book contains a list of 
seventy-three kings commencing from Kulasékhara, and this is the 
only full list we have of the ancient kings of Madura Kingdom ; 
and there isa reference to the total numbers of the kings of 
Madura in the preface of the commentary to Iraiyanaragapporul 
according to which eighty-nine kings from Kayésinavaludi to 
Kadungon presided over the First Tamil Saigam of Madura; 
fifty-nine kings from Vendércceliyan to Mudattirumaran over 
the Second Sangam; and forty-nine kings from Mudattirumaran 
to Ugrapperuvaludi. The total number of these kings is 197 and 
does not agree with that given in the Halasyamahatmya.* This 
is the only work which contains much historical matter, but is not 
to be relied upon till we get other works corroborating the 
statements made therein. 


The author lived about two hundred and fifty years ago and 
was a great Tamil pandit. There was already a Tamil transla- 
tion of the Sanskrit Halasyamahatmya made by a native of Vép- 
pattar, but it is said that the author of the work under notice was 
not satisfied with it and wrote the present translation at the request 
of the people of Madura.

24. Upadésakindam.—This work, consisting of 2,690 stanzas, is 
supposed to have been written by Jnanavarddayapandaram under 
the inspiration of God Subrahmanya of Vayalir to the west of 
Uraiyir. The author seems to have been a disciple of Kacciyap- 
pasvamigal of Conjeeveram, who wrote the Skindapurana in Tamil

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25. Koyirpurdnam contains an account of the Siva shrine of 
Chidambaram which is called Zoyil (temple). The author of this 
work was Umapatisivacaryar, a native of the village of Korravan- 
kudi, and flourished during the reign of Anapayacélan. 


26. Cidambarapurénam.—Another work on the same subject. 
Nothing is known of the author’s name, &c., except that he was 
a disciple of the descendants of Umapatisivacaryar, the author of 
Koyirpuranam. 


27. Piraméttarakandam.—This was written by Varatunga- 
raman, a disciple of Isinamuni of Nimbai. It consists of 1,323 
stanzas. The author was the younger brother of Ativirarama 
Pandya, who wrote the Ktrmapuranam and other works, and 
flourished about the twelfth century A.C. The work under notice 
is a free translation of the Sanskrit Brahméttara Khanda, a 
portion of the Skandapurana. 


CLASS IX.—PHILOSOPHY. 


28. Sivaiidnabodam.—A work on the Philosophy of the Saiva 
religion by Meykanda Dévar who was born in a Vélala family at 
a village called Vennainallir in the Tanjore district and was a pupil 
of Paraiijétimunivar who flourished about the middle of the 16th 
century A.C. The work is considered as the greatest authority 
on the subject. A portion of the work was translated by Percival. 
An English translation of the whole work was published by 
Hoisington in the American Oriental Society’s Journal. The work 
was recently translated by Mr. Nallisami Pillai, the present 
District Munsif of Chittore. It is based on the Rauravagama 
which Siva revealed to Nandi, and he to Sanatkumara. The 
author is also called Svétavanapperumal. 


CLASS X.—RELIGIOUS HYMNS. 


29. Tayumdnavarpadal is a work consisting of highly pathetic 
and devotional songs inculcating pantheistic doctrines. It was 
written by ‘T'ayumanavar who lived about one hundred and fifty 
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years ago in Trichinopoly. He was the son of Kédiliyappa 
Pillai and was an accountant in the service of Vijayaraghunatha 
Sétupati, His songs enjoy a very high popularity on account of 
the most pathetic and devotional feclings which they embody and 
on account of the author’s most cosmopolitan principles of religion 
which they inculcate. 


30. Tiruvdcakam,—A work on the Saiva religion containing 

very impressive and devotional hymns in praise of Siva composed 
by Manikkavacakar. The author lived in the time of Arimardana 
Pandya who was the sixty-first king from Kulasokhara Pauadya.* © 
He was born in the family of ministers, and at an early age 
‘became famous for his learning and ability. He was appointed 
by the Pandya King a minister under the title of Tennavan 
Brahmarayan. On an occasion, it is said, he was sent with a large 
money to purchase some horses for the State; but the pious minister 
spent all the money in building the Saiva temple at Tirupperun- 
turai and other charitable objects. When the king learnt that 
the money intended for the purchase of horses were spent away in 
religious purposes, he was highly displeased with the minister and 
put him in prison. But at the time the river Vaigai became 
full of water and threatened to inundate the whole city. The 
king thinking that the event was but an indication of the dis- 
pleasure of the God at the ill-treatment accorded to his devotee 
Manikkavacakar, set him at largo. Tho minister then became an 
asectic and settled at Cidambaram. Besides the work under notice, 
Manikkavacakar wrote another work called Tiruccirrambalakkovai- 
yar. 


31. Tirurdymoli is a portion of the Vaisnava Prabandha com- 
posed by one of the twelve Vaisnava saints, named Nammalvar 
or Sathakopa as he is called in Sanskrit. He was the son of a 
Sadra named Kari and Udayanangaiyar his wife, who lived in 
Tirukkurugir. The author of the work under notice is said to

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have been born on the 43rd day after the Kaliyuga commenced ; 
and thus an enormous antiquity is assigned to him by the Vaisnava 
devotees to aggrandize the sanctity ofthe sage. The work consists 
of 1,102 stanzas, in each of which the author sings of the praise 
of God Visnu under several names by which he is known in the 
form of idols in several places. They are specimens of very simple 
poetry and display the author’s deepest piety and love for the God. 
The manuscript contains the names of the ragas or melodies used 
in singing the hymns and the times of the music. The following is

The discovery of the manuscript is very important for the 
history of the music of Southern India, as the names of the 
ragas given at the end of each decade of hymns are the same as 
those mentioned in the printed books. I was hitherto doubting 
the genuineness of the references to the ragas given in the 
printed texts, but the discovery of the manuscript cleared my 
doubts, We are not, however, in a position to know how the 
hymns were sung and what were the melodies or ragas referred 
to. At any rate we know that at the time when the saint lived 
and composed the hymns, the melodies of Hindu music had been 
highly developed and various. The same ragas and many more 
are mentioned in the Tevarams which contain the hymns of the 
Saiva saints. But in the course of many centuries, the Southern 
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Hindu music has undergone a thorough modification so that none 
of the ragas are now in vogue. They all occur in the list given in 
the Lexicon of Pingalandai and must have been in use at the time 
when the hymns and the lexicon were written. The obsoleteness 
of the ragas testifies, no doubt, to the high antiquity of the work 
under notice. 

From the geographical references contained in the work we 
learn that South India was divided into various countries, viz., 
the Chéla Nadu, the Pandya Nadu, Malammadu, Tondamandalam, 
and Nadunadu; and that the worship of Visnu prevailed through- 
out Southern India. Some of the towns referred to in the work 
have now been reduced to the state of very small and insignificant 
villages; others have been absorbed into the big towns which 
arose near them in later times. As a list of those places will be 
very interesting and useful to the antiquarian, I give it here 
below. The names of the places are classified according to the 
countries in which they were situated :—
